Massachusetts is the most densely populated 
portion of the United States, and in 1855 had 
145.3 inhabitants to the square mile ; and Rhode 
Island is the next most populous State. Be- 
yond the limits of the Union, Salvador and 
Nova Scotia, and among the North American 
islands, the Bermudas and Prince Edward 
Island, are the most densely peopled. 

But the island of Barbadoes, in the West 
Indian Archipelago, is the most populous spot 
in America, having no less than 818.9 inhabi- 
tants to the square mile. The same density 
would give Cuba 37,715,954 inhabitants. 

In South America, the most dense population 
is found in the Andine region, and it is re- 
markable to see how materially the ratio falls 
off as the States severally include a greater 
portion of plain country. Chile, not occupying 
any of the eastern plain, stands highest in re- 
spect of density. Paraguay is an exception to 
this law, as it is also exceptional in its physical 
and historical relations. R. S. F.

1859 states the population in May of that year 
to have been as follows :

Chinese •• 2,560 " and 590 " = 3,150 
Colored ••• 915 " and 690 " = 1,605 

Total -52,818 " and 25,265 " =78,033 
Males over 21 years — White 38,890, Chinese 
2,510, and colored 745 ; and females over 18 
year — 15,196, 540 and 531 respectively.
